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CONVENTION HALL, CHICAGO, III., June 21.— 
The galleries fill up less rapidly than usual 
this morning. The door-keepers are exercis- 
ing more caution than heretofore about the 
admission of ticket holders, and scrutinize 
the tickets carefully. The pressure for 
admission is tremendous. Last night the 
hall was overcrowded, and the ushers 
had a rough time of it. There 
were scarcely 500 people in the great audito- 
rium at 9:30, within thirty minutes of the meet- 
ing of the convention, which Chairman Estee 
declared yesterday from the desk should be 
called to order on time. The anditorium has 
lost some of its picturesqueness by the removal 
of the gold and silk banners which have here- 
tofore marked the positions of the delega- 
tions. These banners interfered with the view 
of the delegates and have been replaced by 
little bits of cardboard bearing in black letters 
the names of the States. 

GATHERING gLOWLY.- 

The Chairman would have found it difficult 
at 10 o’clock to have kept his word to call the 
convention to order on time. As amatter of 
fact, at that hour there was no convention be- 
fore him to be called to order. There 
were less than 100 delegates in their 


seats, and not 1,000 people in 
the whole hall. The Michigan delegation 
was the only full delegation in its place, and 
ex-Congressman Horr was entertaining his 
fellow-delegates with some of his cbharacter- 
istic — | stories. Senator Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts is at the end of the row of seats, 
which is adorned at the other end by 
Mr. Horr of Michigan. While the latter 
goes on with his stories, Chairman Estee 
arrives and the delegates come in rapidly. 
The Chair says that he willkeep his word as 
nearly as possible, and notwithstanding the 
gaping open spaces in the delegates’ seats, 
he raps sharply with his gavelatfive minutes 
past the hour, aske the delegates to take their 
seats, and calls the convention to order. 

The invocation was delivered by the Rev. 
Thomas E. Green of Ohicago, who thanked 
the Almighty forthe past, with its weight of 
history; for the N with its magnificent 
sweep of possibilities, and for the rich 
hope of the future.

This work having been disposed, of Mr. 
Warner of Missouri, at 10:30, announced on 
behalf of the Committee on Resolutions that 
the committee would be ready to submit its 
report in ten minutes.

Ever afterwards Isat at his feet as 
Saul of Tarsus sat at the feet of Gamaliel, and 
was permitted, as we walked together the 
ourney of life, ‘‘to lean on his own great arm 
or support.’’ I watched his thoughtful face 
when the news first reached him that be had 
received a large vote for Vice-President at 
Philadelphia when Fremont and Dayton were 
nominated, and when the thought of great 
political preferment first took root in his mind. 

I know from this intimate relation how con- 
fidence and sympathy may exist between a 

reat leader and the people without either 
— the other. I can never forget bow in 
moments of great doubt he agonized, watched 
and listened fortokens of guidance from the 
common people, asthe mariner watches for 
the sun, to learn where he is and whither he 
is drifting, through the darkness and mists of 
the storm.

He received, indeed, some- 
thing from them—their talents, their integ- 
rity, their fitness for public trusts, and what 
to some persons would have seemed a mis- 
fortune, but to a heartso stout as his was the 
highest good fortune, he received from them 
the inestimable legacy of penury. Upon his 
arrival in tne State he entered at once 
upon the practice of the law and 
immediately achieved success. Amplitude of 
preparation, a large view of questions, a mind 
marvellously prowmpe in yielding up its stores, 
and so exhaustive in its power of reasoning 
that no argument that would help his cause 
was ever found to have been omitted—these 
gave him rank at once in his profession. In 
union with those was found a fairness that 
sought no mean advantages and an integrity 
that never could be shaken. The 
young lawyer leaned on nobody’s 
arm for help. Modest, but  self-confi- 
dent, his manner seemed to say, *‘] am an 
houest tub standing on ite own bottom.’ It was

e wae of heroic stuff. While he was engaged 
at the —— ofthe law and was rapidly ris- 
ing to distinction, the great rebellion raised 
its hand to strike down the Union. Relin- 
guishiag his profession, ite emoluments and 
the fameto which it was beckoning him, he 

ielded to the imperative demand of duty, rais 
ng a regiment and receiving from Morton the 
commission of a Colonel. He marched with 
Sherman to the sea. He was in the thickest of 
the fight at Resaca and Atlanta, and his gal- 
lantry and theefliciency of his well-disciplined 
command were so conspicuous on those fields 
as to draw from the heroic Hooker in a letter 
to the Secretary of War the highest possible 
commendation of his industry as a discipiina- 
rian and skill and iftrepidity asa soldier.

Harrison was called upon at an uncommonly 
early age to take part in the — discussion 
of the mighty questions that had begun to 
agitate the country, and he was early matched 
against some of the most eminent speakers of 
the Democratic party. None who ever felt 
the point of his blade desired to engage with 
him again. Possessing oratorical powers of a 
high order, he has never spoken for mere 

hetorical effect. He seems to have remem- 

ered the saying of the great Irish orator 
and patriot, ‘Connell, that a good 
T ie a ood paps but that 
the verdict is the thing. He therefore pierced 
the core of every question, he discussed and 
fought to winin every contest in which he 
engaged. He has taken * as a public 
speaker in every presidential campaign since 
he came into Indiana, except the one that oc- 
curred during his, serrices in the army and 
he threw his sword into that. In recog- 
nition of his services in the ardent and pro- 
longed s gies of the Republican party for 
the rights of man and for the restoration and 
pa aa A of the Union, the Republicans in the 
Legislature of 1881 chose bim to be a Senator 
of the United States.

While a delegate 
in Congress he obtained the assage of 
a law requiring the sales of public lands to be 
made in smaller sub-divisions than had ever 
been allowed before, so that for the first time 
aman of humble means might now buy from 
his government a home. he Historian Mo- 
Master in his admirable history of the people 
of the United States has said with reference to 
this measure, that it did far more for the good 
of the country than even his great victory 
over the prophet at Tippecanoe, or his defeat 
of Tecumseh at the battle of the Thames. 


He negotiated treaties with the Indians while 
Governor by which their title to 70,000,000 
acres of land was extinguished and the land 
was thus opened for settlement. In a single 
one of these treaties the Indians relinquished 
lands which embrace a third of Illinois, anda 
vast section in southern Wisconsin. 


He fought the battle of Tippecanve and de- 
feating the plans of the great statesman 
and warrior Tecumseh kept the ortals 
of the West open for the admission of 
the emigrant and what, though less shining, 
was not less welcome to the settlers of the ter- 
ritory, scanty in means and strugglin 
difficuities, he procured the p sage of laws 
that made the burdens of taxcs lighter upon 
the poor.

THE BXPELLED CORRESPONDENTS. 

PARIS, June 21.—The expulsion from Berlin 
of De Puyverdier, correspondent of the Gau- 
lois, and Jules Ransom, correspondent of Le 
Matin, bas greatly irritated the Parisians.

JUDGE THOMAS COMMENTS UPON A DAMAGE 
SUIT BROUGHT BY PARENTS. 


The Sequel to a Drowning on Pine Street— 
Sympathy in Lieu of Dollars—Motions 
Entered in the Lancaster-Glover Suit— 
The Piaintiff’s Aspersions Upon the Jury— 
Domestic Grievances Before the Courts— 
Damage Suits on Trial—Matters in Liti- 
gation. 


Judge Thomas, who is sitting for Judge Bar - 
clay in Circuit Coart No. 8, handed down a 
Gecision to-day overruling the motion to set 
aside the nonsult in the damage suit of Arthur 
and Mary Muchmore against Mary J. and F. J. 
Dibbie. The Muchmores in the fall of 1887 
boarded at 2602 Pine street, the 
premises being rented by Mrs. Nora 
Walsh from Mr. and Mrs. Dibbie, 
the owners of the property. They had a son, 
Arthur Sydney Muchmore, a lad of 6 years, 
who was permitted to play around the 
house and yard. One evening he was missing, 
and after a search of the neighborhood 
his body was discovered at the bottom of a 
cistern inthe side yard. The lid of the cistern 
was on a level with the brick pathway, and 
there wasa hole in it not sufficiently wide, 
however, for a child to fall through. When 
the discovery was made the lid was 
reversed and the hoisting can was 


in the child’s hand. The theory of the drown- 
ing was that the lad attempted to draw some 
water out of the cistern and fell in, the lid 
catching his ciothing and being reversed. It 
was contended that the property-owners were 
responsibie for permitting the covering of a 
place of danger to remain in a defective con- 
dition. The court at the trial beld that the 
evidence established no ground for recoverv 
and it now sees no reason to alter that view. 

Judge Thomas, in conclusion, says: ‘‘My 
er are with the bereaved parents for 
the loss of their only child, but this action is 
not to restore the life of the lovedone. That 
is beyond the power of earthly courts. The 
action is simply for dollars and the rules laid 
down as governing the case are not only in 
harmony with the adjudged cases but con- 
sonant also with reason. 


R. D. Lancaster’s 10-Cent Verdict. 


R. D. Lancaster, who objects to the 10-cent 
verdict rendered in the $150,000 libel suit 
against John M. Glover, has entered a motion 
in Judge Valliant’s court for a new trial. 


The motion is presented under two 
headings, tiret to set aside portions 
of the verdict and second to arrest 
the judgment. He moves the court to set 
aside that portion of the verdict rendered in 
his favor on the third charge of the first 
count; on the third charge of the second 
count; on all five charges of the third count, 
und on the first and second charges of the 
filth count. He states that the award of 1 
cent damages oneach of those charges as a 
compensation forthe adjudicated wrong of 
the defendant is unjust und thatthe action 
ofthe jury in ignoringthe evidence betore 
them was the result of ignorance 
or unreasoning prejudice. In respect 
of the verdict on other counts the 
plaintiff states that it was the result of mis- 
take, ignorance or unreasonable prejudice 
and it was against the evidence and the weight 
of evidence. 

In the motion for arrest of judgment as to 
the first charge of the first couut, the third 
charge of the fifth count, the second charge of 
the first count, fourth charge of the 
fifth count, first charge of the 
second count and the second charge of the 
second count the plaintiff contends that the 
facts stated in the pleas do not constitute a 
defense and the plaintiff is entitled to a judg- 
ment on said pieas. 

The motions are placed on Judge Valliant’s 
law docket which will be called on Saturday.
